Each district 
exudes its own special charms adorned by 
pineapple, rubber coconut and oil palm 
plantations, tranquil kampungs, quaint fishing 
villages and green forest.

Johor Bahru boasts of myriad landmarks such as 
The Grand Palace with its distinct Anglo-Malay 
architecture and houses the museum where 
priceless treasures of the Royal Collection are 
showcased. 
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Another interesting place to visit is 
the Sultan Abu Bakar Mosque set 
atop a hill and unveiling a 
breathtaking view of the Straits of 
Johor. The mosque is said to be among 
the finest in the country. 


Within the vicinity of Johor Bahru are the Royal 
Mausoleum, Istana 
Bukit Serene, 
Bangunan Sultan 
Ibrahim, Dataran 
Bandaraya, Johor Zoo, 
Johor Art Gallery, and 
MAWAR Complex.

Popular out-of-town attractions includes the 
spectacular Kota Tinggi Waterfalls located 56 km 
north of Johor Bahru which is just the place for 
swimming in the tropical heat and Johor Lama - 
a small village on the banks of the Johor River, 
that was once the seat of the Johor Sultanate.

For the lovers of pottery and ceramic crafts, 
check out the pottery town of Ayer Hitam 
which has long been a favourite with both local 
and foreign tourists. It is a haven for reasonably 
priced and quality porcelain, stoneware and 
earthenware.

For the nature lovers, Johor promises visitors 


with its lush lagendary rainforest, unspoilt 
wilderness and its spectacular flora and fauna. 


Endau-Rompin Park located on the Johor- 
Pahang border is popular with conservationist 
and nature lovers. This two and a half century 
old extensive lowland forest is home to several 
rare and endangered species including the two- 
horned rhinocerous. Here you can also find the 
spectacular Livistona Endauensis fan palms. 








Two famous waterfalls found here are the Buaya 
Sangkut and Upeh Guling.Entry permits are 
required so visitors has to contact Perbadanan 
Taman Negara Johor Tel: 07-2237471 for further 
information. 


Other Forest Reserve are located at Panti, 
Gunung Belumut, Gunung Ledang, Gunung 
Arong, Gunung Lambak and Gunung Pulai.
